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Cole walks free for “time served’ 
after more than three years in jail

After three-and-a-half 
years in the Covington 
County Jail, Kanavis Malik 
Cole walked out of the 
courthouse in 
Andalusia a 
free man last 
Wednesday 
afternoon, 
Jan. 24, and 
slept with his 
6-year-old son 
in his, arms 
Wednesday 
night, his 
attorney said. 

Cole, age 26, 
pleaded guilty 
to the misdemeanor charge 
of criminally negligent 
homicide Wednesday. He 
had been charged with mur- 
der and attempted murder 
in the June 2014 shooting 
death of Demetrice Lawon 
Hines, 20 of Opp. 

The incident occurred at 
the Little Harlem Club in 
Opp, where a second man, 
James Danshay Edwards,

also was injured in the gun- 
fire. Edwards _ testified 
Wednesday morning that he 
was not sure who shot him. 

Gary Bradshaw _ of 
Enterprise, who defended 
Cole, said, “We don’t know 
which shot fired 
inside that club 
hit that young 
man, Mr. Hines. 
The state’s wit- 
ness. said he 
heard eight 
shots, and only 
two were from 
my client.” 

Bradshaw said 
Cole pleaded 
guilty to the mis- 
demeanor charge 
because he had admitted to 
firing shots in the building. 
Cole and his attorney con- 
tended that he did so in self 
defense. 

Bradshaw had previously 
sought immunity for his 
client under stand your 
ground. Judge Lex Short 
denied the request. 

Bradshaw also had 
sought to have Cole’s $1.5, 


million bond reduced. That 
effort also was unsuccess- 
ful. 

For the misdemeanor 
guilty plea entered 
Wednesday, Cole received 
the maximum sentence of 
one year, with credit for 
time served, according to a 
release from the DA’s 
office. He also agreed to 
pay $3,000 in restitution, 
which goes toward Hines’ 
funeral expenses, 
Bradshaw said. 

“He was elated to walk 
out of there and go home,” 
Bradshaw said. “If he had 
had a million, he could 
have been out on bond all 
this time.” 

Bradshaw said he prayed 
with his client before Cole 


left the courthouse 
Wednesday. 

“T told him he could go 
home, and use this to 


change his life. Or you can 
go home, throw a party, 
smoke dope, and end up 
back in the court system. 
But you can break that 
cycle now.”

The City of Elba utility 
bills this month included a 
one-time credit, dropping 
each bill’s total to amounts 
not- seen in many, many 
years. 

The bottom line on these 
bills is correct, however a 
printing glitch by the com- 
puters leaves people con- 
fused. The computers did 
the math correctly but post- 
ed the amount of the credit 
wrong on every bill by the 
same percentage. 

By misplacing the deci- 
mal point, a $40.30 credit 
was printed as a $4.03 cred- 
it. When anyone added up 
the charges and subtracted 
the “printed” credit, noth- 
ing fit. It is only after 
knowing to change the 
number — move the decimal 
point to the right one num- 
ber (the $4.03 or whatever 
to $40.30) that the numbers 
balance. 

City Hall phone lines 
have been alive with ques- 
tions since the bills hit the 
mail. City officials posted 
an explaination on the 
city’s Facebook page but 
even that confused some 
consumers even further. 
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The official “non- 
answer” reason for the 
credit on every bill is print- 
ed in the block just below 
the itemized portion of the

The Alabama Legislature has officially called for a 
Constitutional Convention to put term limits on both 
Houses of the U.S. Congress. There is considerable senti- 
ment throughout the United States to eliminate the career 
politicians in Washington, The overwhelming vote for the 
term-limit resolution by the Alabama Legislature does not 
mean it will happen tomorrow or even any time soon. 
Alabama and Florida are the only two states with a formal 
call on record and the U. S. Constitution requires 34 states 
take this action for it to become a reality. Then in this 
Constitutional Convention, 38 states must vote in favor of 
the term limits proposal for it to become a reality. If that 
happens it is a done deal and Congress has no power to 
alter the decision. 


There are advantages to term limits, but only if it applies 
to all 50 states, If one or two states pass some sort of law 
requiring it, and the others do not, then the one or two are 
at a disadvantage because their lawmakers don’t have any 
seniority, etc. While the new guys from the term limit 
states are busy learning the ropes, the older mossbacks are 
hauling off the money.

Leaked Trump memo may spur Alabama to fund roads

There are unintentional 
leaks and then there are 
intentional leaks. As frus- 
trated as Trump 
Administration — officials 
may get with the uninten- 
tional or unauthorized dis- 
tribution of sensitive infor- 
mation to the media, they 
have also been known to 
use the tactic to their 
advantage. 

When information is 
leaked to the media on pur- 
pose, it usually means 
someone wants to send a 
subtle message that 
advances their goals. This 
past week, the White House 
appears to have intentional- 
ly leaked a document 
revealing its plans for a 
major infrastructure initia- 
tive - and the message 
being sent has big implica- 
tions for Alabama.

percent) and the contribu- 
tion to economic develop- 
ment (five percent). 

However, a full 70 per- 
cent of the grant is weight- 
ed toward the applicant's 
ability to raise their own 
revenue streams for con- 
struction and maintenance. 
Simply put, the White 
House wants states and 
local governments to pony 
up their own resources 
to help share the burden for 
improving the nation's 
aging infrastructure. 

Why might that be a 
problem for Alabama? 
Because last year the legis- 
lature failed to pass a infra- 
structure revenue and 
investment plan that would 
have given the state a leg 
up in applying for 
these Trump road grants, 

The bill, sponsored by 
State Rep. Bill Poole (R- 
Tuscaloosa), would have 
incrementally raised 
Alabama’s gas and diesel 
tax by nine cents a gallon to 
support a $2.45 billion 
bond issue to build and 
repair roads and bridges 
across the state. While the 
bill saw widespread sup- 
port from legislative lead- 
ership, the governor, and 
trade associations during 
the 2017 regular session, it 
failed to receive enough 
votes to clear a procedural 
hurdle in the House. 

After lawmakers 
expressed dissatisfaction 
over various details of the 
plan, House Speaker Mac 
McCutcheon declared the 
infrastructure bill “dead” 
and said it would not come 
up again in this legislative 
term. The legislature's 
reluctance to increase taxes 
— even a gradual nine cent 


increase more akin to a user 
fee — is not likely to abate 
in an election year. 
However, Alabama could 
now find itself at a disad- 
vantage to other states who 
are leveraging new rev- 
enues of their own to match 
federal funds. 

Even without federal 
money to sweeten the pot, 
it is widely agreed that the 
legislature needs to do 
something about our crum- 
bling infrastructure, 
Alabama’s roads and 
bridges received a D+ rat- 
ing on the most recent 
report card from the 
American Society of Civil 
Engineers. Our infrastruc- 
ture deficiencies affect 
everything from . public 
safety to economic devel- 
opment, and existing rev- 
enues aren't keeping pace 
with the growing needs. 

Speaker McCutcheon 
told me a legislative work- 
ing group is running the 
traps in the hopes of having 
a viable bill ready to pass 
by next year. Should 
Congress pass something 
soon, the time needed to 
implement such a new law 
would give Alabama the 
opportunity to enact an 
updated proposal in the 
2019 session, the Speaker 
said. 

Even if timing is not an 
issue, one risk to waiting 
until next year could be the 
influx of newly-elected 
state legislators. A relative- 
ly high number of House 
and Senate members are 
retiring or seeking different 
office, meaning many new 
faces are expected in the 
State House beginning in 
2019. None of them will 
have been a part of this leg- 


islative 


some 
could balk at the prospect 
of casting one of their first 
votes to raise a tax. 

That brings me back to 
why I believe this 
"Infrastructure Investment 
Incentives" document was 
intentionally leaked. The 
White House is subtly 
telegraphing to states and 
local governments that if 
you want federal road 
money, you have to put 
some skin in the game. Of 
course, state leaders have 
always known that demon- 
strating the ability to put up 
matching funds would like- 
ly be necessary to access 
new federal infrastructure 
appropriations. With the 
leaked White House memo, 
they now know just how 
much the Trump 
Administration is counting 
on states to invest monies 
of their own. 

That means whether they 
get to it this year or next, 
Republican legislators in 
Alabama will have the 
mother of all covers to 
explain voting to increase 
the gas tax: President 
Trump told me to.

Republican Women of Coffee 


County receive 


The Republican Women 
of Coffee County (RWCC) 
received the National 
Federation of Republican 
Women (NFRW) Caring for 
America award for their 
trauma kits for law enforce- 
ment project. The 
announcement was made at 
the NFRW _ Biennial 
Convention held in 
Philadelphia in October. 
RWCC also received the 
Diamond Award, which is 
the highest NFRW honor a 
club can achieve. 

These awards were pre- 
sented to RWCC members 
at the Alabama Federation 
of Republican Women 
Convention, held in 
October at the Montgomery 
Marriott. At that meeting, 
RWCC was also recognized 
for Best Newsletter, Best 
Publicity, and Best Caring 
for America Project (also 
for the Trauma Kit project). 

In July of 2016, on-duty 
police officers were killed 
in Dallas, Baton Rouge, 
and Kansas. RWCC want- 
ed to show their support of 
law enforcement officers 
and decided to provide 
them with something that 
could have a_ positive, 
ongoing impact on their 
lives. When asked what 
would be most helpful, 
Enterprise Police 
Department (EPD) Captain 
Michael Moore said that 
trauma kits would be 
invaluable. In the event an 
officer is injured in the line 
of duty, the kits provide 
them with the tools to per- 
form lifesaving procedures 
until help can arrive 
(tourniquets in the kit 
would be used in the event 
an officer receives a bullet 
wound). The EPD already 
had eight kits, but still 


national award 


needed more so that each 
police officer and investi- 
gator would have one; the 
Sheriff's Department had 
none. RWCC joined forces 
with the Coffee County 
Republican | Committee 
(CCRC), and they ordered 
45 kits, enough to equip 
both the EPD and the 
Sheriff’s Department. The 
cost of a trauma kit is $90. 

In December, RWCC and 
CCRC donated five more 
trauma kits to both the EPD 
and Sheriff’s Department. 
They have already proven 
invaluable as an EPD offi- 
cer used the kit’s equipment 
to render aid to a victim of 
a gunshot wound.

*** In closing.... If there was ever any doubt that col- 
lege sports was a big business that came to an end last 
week when Alabama and Auburn released its yearly finan- 
cial figures. Sports at Alabama generated $174.3 million 
during 2017, with $15.6 million in profits. The football 
program brought in $108.2 million and showed a profit of 
$45.9 million, while men’s basketball had a profit of $5.1 
million. The other sports operated at a net loss of $17.4 
million, which leaves no doubt that football pays the bills. 
One interesting fact was that Coach Nick Saban took home 
a total of $11.6 million in salary, which was of course the 
highest salary in the nation. Over at Auburn, its sports gen- 
erated a total of $147.5 million, with $14.6million in prof- 
its. The biggest revenue producers were ticket sales ($32.9 
million) and media ($40 million), while in the expendi- 
tures the salaries of the coaches was $24.6 million, which 
is almost $5 million a year more than the total salaries at 
Alabama. When financial figures are based in millions, it 
is big money, and here in Alabama the Crimson Tide and 
Tigers talk in millions!
